Is there a future? 


Motorcycling faces suppression from 
two separate, but related.factions. One 
is the group that fears cyclists as people. 
This group wants to get revenge for the 
nerve-wracking noise a loud motorcycle 
once made while they were sick or 
resting. Or those who were intimidated 
by the stories (or incidents) of brutality 
by the motorcycle “outlaws.” Or, 
sometimes the most to be feared, those 
who simply resent the freedom to be 
had by riding a motorcycle. These three 
catagories are those people who would 
just as soon run over a biker as look at 
him. Some even go out of their way to 
try to do so. 

The other group is made up of 
people who fear motorcycles 


themselves. It’s human nature that we 
fear what we don’t understand. Perhaps 
some of these people saw friends 
injured, or were themselves injured, 
while riding, and blame it on a lack of 
protection, These are the people who 
attempt to abolish motorcycling

wrapped up overall wins at the 
Yamaha International Motocross 


series in the Astrodome without 
winning a single moto at the 
Houston event. 

The big money series, which 
began at Daytona last week, played out 
its last rounds to a surprisingly large 
audience of 17,000 on Friday night 
with 24,000-on Saturday night. The 
crowds were big despite the fact that 
Houston is one of the hardest hit ‘fuel 
crisis” cities in the country. 


Friday The 250 

Semics and Karsmakers took home 
the golden cups and coins, Roger 
DeCoster dazzled the crowd with his 
smile and style, but it was Jim Pomeroy 
(Bul), 'Bryar Holcomb (Bul), Buck 
Murphy (Pen), and Tony DiStefano 
(CZ) that provided the real action in the 
four moto program. 

Buck Murphy started the thrill show 


‘ off with a brilliant ride in Friday night’s 


first 250 moto when he blitzed into an 
early lead and withstood the challenges 
of Gary Jones, Jim Pomeroy, and Pierre 
Karsmakers. Jones, riding a 
newly-developed Can-Am 250 in its 
seventh race, passed Murphy in the later 
stages of the moto but lost out when his 
chain slipped its sprocket in the 
camel-back jumps with less than seven 
minutes left. 

Karsmakers and Pomeroy didn’t let 
Murphy do any cake-walking as first, 
Karsmakers and then, Pomeroy crashed 
after passing Murphy midway through 
the race. Jim was running again soon 
after his fall but the gauntlet had been 
passed by Pierre, who took up the chase 
with only minutes remaining on the 
Astrodome digit flasher. 

Murphy fought back and used the 
superior power of his Carl Cranke-tuned 
Penton/KTM to pull away from 
Karsmakers’ monoshocked Yamaha on 
the straights and hold series point leader 
Pierre securely in second place with a 
thirty-foot lead at the checkered, 
Behind the leaders, Rich Thorwaldson 
(Suz) and Bob Grossi (Hus) rode 
through traffic to fourth and fifth 
places. 

In the second, Tony Wynn slipped 
past the entire field and into an early 
lead with Pomeroy, Jones, and 
Karsmakers breathing heavily down his 
neck. Wynn was riding a privateer 
Honda and providing the best Honda 
International class showing of the 
weekend. The official Honda Team has 
passed up the Dome race to do 
additional development work, although 
they stopped in Houston on the way 
back from Daytona. 

Tony’s dream lasted about five 
minutes. Then the gears in the Elsinore 
tranny ventilated the lower half of the 
engine. Jim Pomeroy (Bul) then took 
the lead and pulled away from Pierre 
Karsmakers and Jones as Murphy. fell 
and could not get back through traffic 
to challenge the leaders. Once again, 
Rich Thorwaldson (Suz) and Bob Grossi 
(Hus) rounded out the top five 
positions. It marked the end of Grossi’s 
effort though, as he wrenched his 
still-healing knee once more and was 
forced to sit out the Saturday night 
races, 


Friday — The 500 
The first 500 moto was a showcase 
for the Pistol from Bristol, Tony 


DeStefano (CZ), as he fought through a 
field that included Wyman Priddy 
(Kaw), Barry Higgins (Mai), Gary 
Semics (Hus), Mike Runyard (Suz), and 
Bryar Holcomb (Bul) to win going away 
in the final minutes but not before the 
lead had officially changed six times. 

Higgins and Priddy swapped the lead 
with DiStefano like a bad case of flu 
until Tony took it away from Higgins 
for keeps with 5:51 showing on the 
clock. Bryar Holcomb had taken an 
early lead but fell and spent the rest of 
the moto working back to fifth place 
behind Steve Stackable. 

It was the best placing for 
wunderkind Stackable on the U.S. 
Sports Maico as he dropped back to 
tenth in the second 500 moto and 
suffered first a lost seat and then a split 
gas tank cap on Friday to finish his 
chances of ‘defending his third place 
series position. In the final count, 
Stackable dropped to fifth overall. 

Tony DiStefano and Bryar Holcomb 
put on the best race of the weekend and 
the best local motocross race since Jim 
Weinert won the Houston Trans-AMA 
last year. Holcomb grabbed an early 
lead but was constantly pressed by 
CZ-mounted DeStefano throughout the 
race. 

Holcomb began losing parts of his 
chamber halfway through the moto and 
Tony crept closer and closer. In the 
final laps, it was touch and go as 
Holcomb was left with almost no 
chamber and a rapidly tiring motor. The 
exciter was the last lap as DiStefano put 
everything on the line coming out of the 
final turn and gave the CZ its head. 
Holcomb was half a wheel ahead of 
DiStefano as they hit the finish line 
jump, It was a double whammy for the 
crowd as Holcomb took the checker and 
DiStefano passed him in the air after the 
finish Tine: Behind -thie 
Holcomb-DiStefano battle, Mike 
Runyard (Suz), Mike Hartwig (Yam), 
and Tim Hart (Yam), rode consistently 
to round out the top five. 

Open class leader Roger DeCoster 
didn’t fare so well at the ‘Dome after 
turning in spectacular rides at Daytona. 
DeCoster got trapped in traffic at the 
start of the first moto and ironically 
found himself behind Gary Parker of 
Killeen, Texas aboard a stock Suzuki 
TM 400. That was too much. Shortly 
afterward, DeCoster pulled in 
complaining of a sick scoot, skipped the 
second moto entirely, and went off to 
rest before catching an early morning 
flight to Belgium. 

Saturday’s 250 

Jim Pomeroy was Saturday’s hero as 
he rode his cheeks off to win the top 
250 Astrodome placing ahead of Pierre 
Karsmakers (Yam). But Pomeroy’s 
success was for naught as poor placings 
at Daytona kept him out of contention 
for the overall series win. 

In the first moto, Pomeroy passed 
Tony Wynn going under the criss-cross 
bridge and was never pressed hard from 
there on as he led Karsmakers home by 
over thirty yards. 

Pierre had to contend with Gary 
Jones and Tony Wynn for a good part 
of the moto but pulled away to a 
comfortable lead by the final third of 
the race. Pierre even had time to fall 
while attempting to pass a slower rider 
and remount ahead of Jones.

Ron Pomeroy rounded out the top 
five and provided some welcome team 
tactic blocking of Pierre as brother Jim 
lapped him. Pierre passed Ron and took 
off after Jim but could never make up 
the distance. Why stretch it, anyway? 
Pierre had the series won and this would 
be the last outing for the old model 
mono-shocker as the new bikes were 
already in California. 

Pomeroy had to work for his second 
moto second place though, as he got 
away in about sixth position behind 
Gary Jones, Buck Murphy, and local 
rider, Keith Duffy. Duffy was stoked as 
a fire as he held onto a solid third for 
many laps and even withstood a 
Pomeroy pass attempt which caused 
Pomeroy to fall. 

Pomeroy remounted almost 
instantly, though, and then moved past 
Duffy in his assault on the front. 


Meanwhile, Gary Jones moved his 
Can-Am past Buck Murphy (Pen) and 
went on to win by a sizable margin. 
Murphy fought it out with Pomeroy 
briefly but Jim got ahead of Buck for 
good with less than five minutes left in 
the moto. Pomeroy pressed on finishing 
nine seconds behind Gary Jones at the 
flag. Murphy wound up third ahead of 
Keith Duffy (Bul) as whole-ball of-wax 
winner Pierre Karsmakers finished fifth. 


Saturday’s 500 

Wyman Priddy once again led off the 
first 500 moto but couldn’t hold off the 
chasing ride of Tony DiStefano into 
first place. Tony didn’t have the 
pressure tonight that he did on Friday 
as Bryar Holcomb fell and tweaked his 
front end. Bryar was disqualified from 
the moto after his mechanic ran onto 
the field and attempted to straighten it 
out, 

The real battle for the big bucks was 
behind DiStefano, though, as Tim Hart 
and Gary Semics battled it out to 
second and third ‘respectively. Priddy 
(Kaw) and Barry Higgins (Mai) rounded 
out the top five. 

In the final event of the Yamaha 
Super-Series, Bryar Holcomb stormed 
into the lead as Tony DiStefano had his 
chances for victory cartwheel through 
the air going into the first turn. Tony 
rejoined the race well to the rear. Hart 
and Semics swapped places in the final 
and Semics took the series win through 
his final moto better placing though 
Hart and Semics were tied on points.

Mauger meets International Speedway Challenge

COSTA MESA, CAL., MAR. 15-17 


Six times World Speedway racing 
Champion, Ivan Mauger of New 
Zealand went home from Costa 
Mesa with top honors for himself 


and his team as the three day 
European-versus-American Speed- 
way Challenge ended in a number 
of wild arguments between the 


riders of both teams and the AMA 
officials. Mauger took top honors for 
himself as highest scorer for the series 
with 44 out of a possible 54 points. 

The American team outscored the 
Europeans overall 163 to 160, but since 
the meeting was a_two-out-of-three 
series, the Europeans were able to 
garnish honors as the top team. 

Top Americans were United States 
Champ, Mike Bast and Bill Cody, each 
copping 38 points in the series overall. 
A number of Americans, notably Cody, 
Mike Curoso. and Steve Bast turned in 
excellent performances in clutch 
situations.

Zenon Plech, one of the top 
European riders and Polish Speedway 
Champ, was the hit of the weekend of 
racing. Plech’s wild style quickly earned 
him the nickname “Berzerko,” and 
Plech finished the meet with a 
respectable 28 points. At a practice 
session the day before the first race, 
Plech refused to go on the small Costa 
Mesa track. He evidently did not think 
he could execute a slide on the track, 
but after a bit of coaxing from team 
captain Mauger and promoter Harry 
Oxley, Plech took the track and soon 
had the 190 yards oval mastered. He 
will go home to Europe with numerous 
injuries incurred in a number of crashes, 
but American fans will remember him as 
one of the most exciting riders they 
have seen in a long time. 

The first night of racing saw Bill 
Cody gaining top points in the evening, 
winning his first race against American 
captain Sonny Nutter, Zenon Plech and 
his Polish teammate Edward Jancarz. 
Cody won four of his six races, and it 
was apparent that Cody’s Australian 
experience helped him enormously in 
riding against the Euopeans, In event 
number 15, Cody and Mauger tangled at 
the first turn, and Mauger went into the 
wall, breaking his clutch lever. Cody had 
taken Mauger to the wall, never giving 
an inch, and the six times world champ 
had nowhere to go. Cody was the hero 
of the evening, and his name brought 
cheers every time the announcer 
introduced him. 

Recently returned from Europe, 
Scott Autrey had his troubles on tHe 
small track, scoring only six points. the 
first night out. Chris Pusey, however, a 
member of the British World League 


team, while scoring the same points as 


Autrey, thrilled the crowd with his wild 
antics. Pusey approaches the turns 
almost completely backwards, in true 
European speedway style. But, as Ivan 
Mauger said, ‘When I come to Costa 
Mesa I forget 90 percent of what I ever 
learned about how to ride speedway,” 
and Pusey learned that Costa Mesa has a 
different set of riding rules. It did not 
take Pusey long to get his riding act 
together, and on the last day of 
competition he had garnished 13 points. 
He proved to be a favorite with the 
crowds, and proved to the fans that 
Europeans can ride in a seemingly wild 
manner and still win handily. 

In the first night match races, Pusey 
put it over Mike Curoso, and Ivan 
Mauger toyed with Mike Bast, getting a 
quarter lap lead on him before he 
crossed the checkered flag. 

The American team dominated the 
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second evening of action, with Mike 
Bast and Mauger tying for final point 
honors with 15 apiece. Barry Briggs, 
who scored 15 points the first evening, 
tied for second with Bill Cody at 13 
points. Briggs, while not flashy, is 
amazingly consistent. He is a four time 
world champion, and has the style and 
grace that make him a legend in his 
time. 

Martin Ashby, a five times world cup 
contender, flew in from New Zealand 
for the evening’s competition, but was 
unable to adapt to the short track, 

Dan Becker, who had left the action 
the night before with an injured wrist, 
was thrown out of one event for 
breaking the tapes. Mauger did the same 
in a later race and was also ejected. 
Mauger made up for this by winning 
every other event he entered. 

Edward Jancarz, teammate of 
Poland’s Zenon Plech, was taken into 
the wall by Mike Curoso and injured his 
arm. Jancarz could not finish the racing 
and was also out of Sunday’s 
competition. 

In the match races, Scott Autrey 
rode while Zenon Plech crashed his way 
around the track, Autrey beating him 
easily for the win. Later, Barry Briggs 
put it over Steve Bast for the victory. 

Dan Becker had his best night of the 
series with nine points. Becker had been 
troubled with a bad wrist all weekend 
and could not get his riding act 
together. Bert Harkins, one of the 
crowd’s favorite riders, also had his 
share of physical difficulties during the 
races, Harkins had suffered some hurt 


- ribs and a separated shoulder just two 


days before the first American meeting, 
but still managed a win over Steve Bast, 
Mike Curoso and Zenon Plech. Harkins 
is the friendliest of the foreign racers, 
and his colorful leathers and smooth 
style made him the most popular of the 
Europeans. 

The Americans won the second 
meeting, outscoring the Europeans 
59-49, 

The scene was set for the rubber 
match Sunday afternoon. It was the 
first afternoon speedway race in 
America in three years, and the crowd 
really loved it. They had a: chance 
before the event to go on the infield and 
take pictures of the riders, and there 
was a good atmosphere about the arena 
— until the racing started. 

The afternoon began on a sour note 
when Steve Bast and Chris Pusey 
collided in turn three. The race was 
restarted with Ivan Mauger winning and 
Scott Autrey finishing last. 

The tension grew as Barry Briggs was 
ejected for breaking the tapes, and then 
complaining to referee Mike Hinshaw 
that he was taking too much time 
before allowing the starter to open the 
gates. 

In race five, Curoso and Cody went 
down, causing a red flag to be drawn. 
Briggs refused to heed the flag, running 
out the four laps, and then leaving the 
track, yelling at the referee, with the 
crowd booing Briggs. It got so bad that

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the announcer had to tell the crowd to 
shut up and watch the races. In the 
restart, Mike Curoso ran a brilliant race 
against Briggs, taking the win. 

The match races saw Sonny Nutter 
beating Martin Ashby, and then Dan 
Becker outriding Zenon Plech. In a 
special match race, Nutter won out 
when Becker wheelied in front of the 
starting gate. 

In race 17, Mike Bast broke, sending 
Chris Pusey to the outside, Nutter then 
sent Pusey into the wall, and European 
team members had to restrain Pusey as 
he ran after Nutter. Bast pushed his bike 
across for a finish ahead of Pusey, but 
since both of his wheels had been in the 
infield, the ref did not allow Bast any 
points. Tensions were growing, and 
when the last race came up, a win by 
Americans could have won the series for 
them. 

Sonny Nutter won the event, but 
Mike Bast had trouble getting by Bert 
Harkins, who was riding slow because of 
his injuries. What happened after the 
event is disputed, but the incident 
ended with Bast and Harkins being 
pulled off of each other. Bast got on the 
public address sytem after the races, 
stating, “I ride like a man,” giving the 
impression that Harkins doesn’t. 
Harkins then took the microphone, and 
thanked the Americans for their 
hospitality and said he hoped he would 
be invited back soon. The crowd 
cheered Harkins wildly, and just as 
wildly booed Mike Bast. It was a shame, 
as Bast had been getting the cheers all 
weekend as he beat the Europeans. The 
incident embarrassed the American 
team, and the crowd let Bast know just 
how they felt about it, although Harkins 
said he had “no hard feelings,” while 
Bast stood and complained to Mauger 
about Harkins’ riding. The weekend 
ended on a sour note, but the fans saw a 
lot of good action, fistfights not 
withstanding. The crowds were not 
large, but they were very vocal, giving a 
hint that this speedway season is going 
to be a wild one. One will never forget 
the riding of Ivan Mauger; his speed, and 
his ability to seemingly know where 
other riders are without even having to 
look. The crowds will also remember 
“Bouncin’”’ Bert Harkins and his 
bagpiped introduction the first night of 
the races; Chris Pusey and Zenon Plech 
and their wild styles, and most of all Bill 
Cody putting Mauger into the wall. It 
was a long, hard weekend of racing that 
took its toll on men and machines. Most 
can’t wait for the chance to do it again.

While 
Hazelwood dribbles off, so to 
speak, let us examine the newest 
outrage, the reported demise of 
Russell Sanford. 

By now, let us fondly hope, everyone 
knows that Russ Sanford is not dead, at 
least not in any physical way. He is 
alive, if not well, and living in 
Sacramento, 

During the past two weeks it seems 
that every motorcyclist I know has had 
something to say about the Russ 
Sanford MeMOREiam. Some were 
shocked that Chuck Clayton, a 
journalist, for God’s sake, would do 
such a thing. Most were extremely angry 
at what they considered to be a tasteless 
put-on. Some clubs started to raise some 
money to send to Mrs. Sanford, but 
cancelled the plans in anger when they 
heard he was still alive. The message 
seems clear: If Russ Sanford wants any 
money from motorcyclists, he’s going to 
have to die and stay dead. Motorcyclists 
not only don’t believe in miracles, they 
find them offensive, especially if there’s 
a bit of hocus pocus or malarkey behind 
the scenes. 


I would not have written the article 
that Chuck Clayton did, regardless of 
how I felt about Russ Sanford. You 
might call it principle, or lack of 
courage or both. In truth, I think it’s

probably a matter of style and 
imagination, I wouldn’t have thought of 
it, and if it had occurred to me, I would 
have rejected the idea. It’s not me, And 
since I wouldn’t have written it myself, 
I’m not going to try to defend it. Do 
you consider it  un-professional? 
Tasteless? Poor journalism? Unfair? So 
be it. You won’t get any argument from 
me. But... 

There are several underlying truths. 
The first is that Russ Sanford has 
worked very hard for a number of years 
for motorcyclists. And, to the extent 
that one man with no money can be 
effective, he has been effective. 
Enormously so, considering the 
circumstances. Do we then “owe” him 
at least a living? It’s true that nobody 
asked him to do what he’s doing, except 
a few of us who, after the fact, joined 
M.O.R.E. But on the other hand 
nobody has asked him to stop, either. 
We all enjoy the fact that we don’t have 
to wear helmets, and that we don’t have 
to have our scooters equipped with seat 
belts. 

Chuck and I have a kind of 
disagreement in principle at this point. 
Chuck feels that since Russ has done us 
a service, we owe him some support, so 
he took it upon himself to get the 
cyclists to pay what they owe. I look at 
it a bit differently. Russ decided a 
number of years ago, when he faced a 
real death, that he was going to do his

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own “thing,” which was to bea 
motorcycle lobbyist. He didn’t really 
ask if a motorcycle lobbyist was needed 
or wanted. He just decided that there 
was a spot for one, and he was it. 

Russ Sanford, suited and tied, and a 
bit plump, is the epitome of the 
suburban conservative, from his station 
wagon, to his support for Republicans to 
his fondness for booze (rather than 
grass). But in choosing his lifestyle, 
doing what he wants to do and saying 
the hell with establishment jobs, he has 
out-hippied most of the parent-supported 
kids on the Sunset Strip. I can 
sympathize with Russ’ new approach to 
life. At just about the same time that 
Russ abandoned his nine to five in favor ` 
of doing his own thing, I abandoned my 
own job to do likewise. Its great. 
There’s a tremendous feeling of 
accomplishment when your own 
“thing” turns out right and people 
accept it. There’s lots and lots of 
freedom. One of the new freedoms is 
the freedom to starve to death and take 
your family with you. 

All of us who have rejected nine to 
five jobs have to face certain facts, the 
most important of which is that you 
have to figure out some way to make 
your “thing” support you, or you will 
very shortly exercise your freedom to 
starve. There is little difference between 
the kid who sells his leather-work or 
beads on the street, the writer who sells 
free-lance and the lobbyist who works 
unasked, and unbound, for the 
particular cause. You either make 
something somebody wants enough to 
pay for, or you go hungry. If you get 
desperate enough, you might steal or 
beg. One thing most of us, whether you 
call us hippies, free lancers or 
free-loaders, won’t do, is go back to the 
nine to five. 

Russ has a pretty good product, 
better than most of the “do your own 
thing” people. But he doesn’t know 
how to sell it without compromising his 
own integrity. He flirted with the idea 
of theft, or at least so it seems to me, 
when he started M.O.R.E. National 
financed with money and promises from 
Arizona and staffed with AMA rejects. 
M.O.R.E. National flopped and now 
Russ is back doing his own thing once 
more, lobbying for cyclists. Since he 
still can’t sell and he isn’t quite hippy 
enough to beg, it seems likely that he 
might starve. s. 

It seems to me that what Russ is 
doing is valuable to us, but there is no 
way he can make us pay for it. He has 
put his wares out on the counter and 
walked away, hoping that those who 
took them would be honest enough to 
pay for them. Few people are. A few 
people paid the first time they came to 
the store, “forgot” the next six times. 
Chuck tried to shame and shock 
motorcyclists into paying something for 
what they have received. It hasn’t 
worked very well. It’s gotten lots of 
people mad at both Russ and himself. 
Now Russ probably couldn’t get any 
sympathy if he really starved to death 
because nobody would believe him. 

So what am I asking? Taking a look 
at what Russ Sanford is doing and if 
you’re getting some benefits from it, 
then help out some. Not from 
sympathy. He’s earned his right to 
starve if his gig isn’t good enough. And 
not because he might quit. I expect he’ll 
go right on doing what he’s doing if he 
has to hitch-hike to the State Capitol 
and put cardboard in shoes because 
lobbying for motorcyclists is his thing. 
But it’s hard to do a very effective job 
of lobbying when your shirt collar is 
frayed, and you can’t afford deodorant. 
Of course, if you really don’t think you 
need a lobbyist, well hell, let him starve. 

But don’t let anybody make you feel 
guilty about it. If you let him starve, at 
least have the balls to let his wife starve 
too. Did you get taken on a guilt trip 
last week and then got mad at Chuck 
Clayton because he ran the streetcar? 
Too bad. ; 

Russ Sanford and M.O.R.E. are 
running a Gas Eonomy run down in San 
Diego on March 30th. You can do some 
good for motorcycling and for Russ by 
either entering or spectating. But don’t 
think I’m trying to put you on another 
guilt trip. I have another assignment 
that weekend, so I won’t know whether 
you show up or not. If you’re 
interested, the details are on page 39.

The happy entrants who ran for 
finisher trophies in lieu of pins seemed 
to dig on the speed and most of the 
CRC’s regular desert riders kept their 
desert gearing — to good advantage. It 
all worked out like it was supposed to 
with Intermediates or Experts winning 
the Combined Nov/Int/Ex classes. None 
of this embarrassing stuff about guys 
who entered as Novices blowing off all 
the established Experts. Could 
cherry-picking be on the decline? 

The only disappointment for the 
unreconstructed motocrossers was that 
more of the actual Calrsbad motocross 
course wasn’t used. It was, as advertised, 
Pavement, cross-country, and prepared 
course, without too much prepared 
course. The running time (45 minutes) 
and difficulty of the course about 
balanced out. It was really no sweat to 
push it the whole way if you were in 
any kind of condition. A lot of racers 
surprised themselves by doing well for 
that length of time. 

Among the faster ones, who also 
figured in the results for even bigger 
trophies, was Bob Cole who dominated 
the biggest 250 Beginner class. 

Keith Baker had an incredibly trick 
XR-75 with about eight inches of 
suspension travel and an exhaust note 
like a 350-Four. He was going maybe 50 
or 55 on the asphalt en route to a 
Combined Mini/PP win. Sue Kannon 
was second overall, first Puffer in a class 
that didn’t see too much dicing or 
wheel-to-wheel racing among the ladies. 

Bob Henry led the Combined 
100-125 Nov/Int from start to finish 
stretching out a lead that looked like 
half a lap by the end.

Combined 250-500 Everybody class 
were as fast as non-professional good 
Experts should be as Craig Adams (400 
Hus), Rick Blom (383 CZ), and Bob 
Warren (250 Hon) had a lap or so up on 
a good portion of the field by the end 
of 45 minutes, 

First Novice was Dale Luedike on a 
250 Yamaha. He looked a little tired on 
the last two laps but was able to hold on 
to a lead that was eroded just a bit by 
Chuck Williams (Hus). 

Spectators and flagmen got off on 
the crazy dude who was riding this class 
on an enduro bike with the lights on (It 
was safer, no doubt, that way.) Too bad 
it didn’t have a horn because Dave 
Schoonmaker finished second Open 
Novice on what he claimed was a 367 
KTM. Tom Bush aced him out on what 
he claimed was a 400 Husqvarna. 

Bill Sears (CZ) continued to win the 
Old Timers’ class as he does most times 
in these longer races. His jersey has 
“Pass with care” written on the back. 
Most of the time, he doesn’t have to 
worry about being passed. His gray hair 


looks very distinguished poking out 
from under his helmet. 

The fog rolled in, the sweaters went 
on, but it never rained and all those 
knobbies will continue to cry for 
traction as the Southern California 
adobe gets drier and drier and drier. 
It’s a whole different style of racing. @

The Powder Puff competitors got the 
honor of a free race this month, part of 
the new CRC program for 1974. 
“Freedom” drew 16 speedy gals on 
motorcycles, with Sue Fish, riding her 
trusty Hodaka, dominating all of the 
action in 100 Powder Puff. Sandy 
Gonzales, a Honda rider, was on hand to 
give Sue a run for her money, taking 
home first in class at 125 Powder Puff. 
In the 175-250 Powder Puff 
competition, Karen Abbott (Suzuki), 
was a winner via a grand slam. If you 
ever get the chance, be sure to catch the 
Sue Fish act on the track — and after 
the race at the trophy presentation.

Best race of the day was the 125 
Novice competition where Scott 
Wolford (Suz), and Rick Park (Hus), 
finished the day knotted at six points 
apiece.

Jim Fishback jumped into an early 
lead today, looking for his second 
overall win of the ‘74 racing 
season, only to have it end on the 


second loop when his gear box 
blew out. Cordis Brooks, who was 
following Fishback, slipped into 
the finish line for first overall. 

Mark Adent had his string of firsts 
put to a sudden halt by Cordis’ Overall 
and first 250 win. This was a first for 
both riders, Mark’s first time not 
winning the 250 class since changing to 
Penton, and Cordis’ first win in this 
class, after switching from a 175 Bul to 
a 250. 

A.C, Bakken picked up another first 
in the Open class, after Fishback’s DNF. 
A.C. was running fifth through the pits,

but also got by Jim Wotring on the 
second loop. Needless to say, Jim got 
himself yet another top four finish, 
which he has done every week end this 
year. Former number one, Art Knapp, 
powered by George Zuber, and 
Smokebomb Gaetz on the second loop, 
ending up fifth Overall and second 
Heavyweight. 

In case you might be wondering what 
happened to the riders that were in 
front of Knapp, they went as follows; 
George Zuber, who is not known too 
much in the desert, ended up with 
seventh 250 Expert, after letting Doug 
Winchell and Jeff Kirk slip by him on 


the second loop. Winchell had to settle 
for Kirk’s dust, as that’s what he ate 
most of the time. Doug was sixth 250 
Expert, while Jeff rode hard for fifth. 
Smokebomb was sixth Overall into the 
pits, but after letting Jimmy Brown and 
Knapp by, he finished one place more, 
but third Open Expert. 

Jimmy Brown is fast being 

remembered for his riding ability of a 
few years back, refreshing every one’s 
minds by yet another high overall 
placing, (fifth Overall, third 250 
Expert). Jimmy had to do a little 
passing himself on the second loop, 
working his way by Smokebomb, 
Knapp. 
Bill Becker will soon be riding in the 
very competitive 250 Expert class as he 
picked up another Amateur win in the 
Jackrabbits Hare and Hound, at 
sixteenth Overall. Some five places later, 
D. Brewer, Jr. came in for the first spot 
in the Open Amateur class. I hope these 
two enjoy their class wins, since soon 
they will be battling it out with the likes 
of Adent and Bakken. 

Bill Friant looks to be out to get his 
old number plate back this year, as he 
got himself another first Division II at 
sixteenth Overall. I bet it is more fun

knowing you can _ finish in the teens 
now and get a first in this class, instead 
of coming in second Overall as in the 
Moose Run acouple of years ago and 
getting second 175. Jeff Jeffries and 
local resident Neil Christman held down 
the two and three spots in this class. B. 
Wallingford had been leading this class 
through the pits, but unfortunately lady 
luck jumped on Friant’s Penton as he 
was in hot pursuit. 

You can almost always tell when a 
course had several down hills in it as the 
Trail bike riders will always say how 
bitchen the course was, while the Open 
bike riders hate it, mainly because they 
got passed by one on one of the steep 
down grades. Chuck Cartledge got his 
momentum up enough on these hills, to 
take him to first 100. Several places 
later, Bob Rutten rode in for second. 
Number one trail ace, Larry Roeseler, 
has been seen almost every weekend 
leading this class through the pits and 
way up in the Overall positions, but 
unfortunately nobody seems to be able 
to spot him at the finish. 

Robbie Zamora picked up another of 
his already half dozen Trail Amateur 
wins, ahead of Louis Darling Jr. Rick 
Morrow rounded out the top three in 
this class. 

Patrick Johnson and Rich Smith had 
their own personal battle going for the 
ungloried, but coveted, first 175 
Amateur, with Johnson being the 
quicker. 

Jim Nauman didn’t ride too much 
last year as a one-two-five Amateur but 
looks to be giving it another try as he 
remembered which way the throttle 
turned (or could have forgotten were 
the brakes were?) Anyway he was third 
175 Amateur. 

Leading the Novices at the bomb and 
finally working his way past a flaying 
DKW, Dan Phillips took the lead and 
kept it until the checkered. Dan has 
ridden very few district 37 races, and at 
the present time, doesn’t even have his 
own bike, but when given a bike to ride 
like this weekend, he will win. K. Pillars 
will be most happy to see Dan get his 
own bike and transfer, so as to give him 
a chance for an Overall Novice win. 
Pillars got the next best thing though, 
second Overall and first Open Novice. 

Another Open bike was the next to 
reach the finish in the Novice class, 
piloted by E. Schuler. Following Shuler 
was the first green plate Division II 
rider, Andy Klein. Sandwiched between 
these cc opposites was a 250, pointed in 
the right direction by Fred Swepstow. 

Way up in the Overall Novices was 
the first Trail Novice, Steve Shook. 
Steve was nimeteenth Novice, and the 
second trail bike rider, Jerome Patridge 
was way up, too, at thirty. Fred Coppi 
blew off several larger bikes himself, 
being the next 100 to reach the cold 
beer at fifteth Novice. 

I hope the sponsoring clubs do not 
get in a habit of sending finisher pins 
through the mail. Not receiving a 
finisher pin at the end of a hard 90 
miles is like not seeing danger marks at a 
road crossing; both can be very 
disappointing. Several riders complained 
of losing the course because of poor 
marking, including Fishback and the 
eventual winner Cordis Brooks. If they 
can’t follow the course, just think where 
several of the Novices might have gone.

An accurate watch is essential in 
enduro time keeping. The surplus 
aircraft eight day clocks are accu- 
rate and lend themselves to easy 
mounting on a motorcycle. The 
only problem is how to isolate the 
watch from shock and vibration. 
Woody Gedusky has come up with 


a simple but effective way of mounting 
an eight day clock, The dimensions 
shown can be modified if needed to fit 
your particular watch. 

The base is constructed of thin 
aluminum plate measuring 
approximately 2%” by 4%”. The 
mounting holes are drilled on a 45 
degree angle (photo 1) as most clocks 
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are offset. Electric motor mounts (114’’) 
are used to mount the clocks to the 
base. Depending on the clock you are 
using, the mounts can be ground away 
for clearance or a spacer (in my case I 
used some 1” rod nuts) may be used to 
mount the clock away from the base. 
You can use two U bolts (4”’) or make 
your own from threaded rod. Just bend 
it over an appropriate angle. Paint the 
base with black crinkle paint for a 
professional appearance, (photo 2) 





mount to the handlebars and you're 
ready to go. (photo 3) I used mine for 
the first time in the Chaparrals Coyote 
150 enduro and was extremely pleased. 
The clock mounts right below eye level 


and can be instantly viewed. The 
flexible rubber mounts seemed to take 
up the shocks and vibration well.

The Torque Engineering pipe for the 
XL-250 exits from the opposite side the 
stock pipe does. It tucks in real close to 
the engine and winds around behind the 
rear frame tube before exiting into a 
small megaphone next to the rear shock. 
A small portion of the inner fender 
mount had to be cut so the pipe would 
fit. This is the third pipe I’ve had on the 
bike and so far the best. The pipe tucks 
in so. well I’ve yet to be burned or 
have it interfere with my right leg, other 
than having to be a little careful when 
kicking the bike over. The pipe is a little 
loud and shouldn’t be used on the 
street, and mine lacked a spark arrester. 
Chuck Smith at Torque Eng. told me 
they are working on a pipe 
incorporating an arrester without a 
horsepower loss. The stock pipe seems 
to give a couple more horsepower over 
stock and provides a weight savings of 
about eight pounds over stock.

The Greenhorn Enduro will be a 
straight line enduro this year (Yea!) and 
will start and end in Duarte. Street legal 
equipment will be required. The 
overnight pit will be at Charlies Place 
(The Wagon Wheel Cafe for its proper 
name) near Ridgecrest. As usual, the 
‘Horn has been belatedly awarded 
National Enduro status carrying double 
points. 

ISDT Qualifier 

The Shamrocks ISDT Qualifier ended 
up on April 27-28. The two day run will 
be run near Barstow on a cloverleaf type 
course which is also the Shamrocks 
symbol.

The number two enduro club in 
District 37, the Checkpoints, were 
playing with their trophy awarded to 
them from the number one enduro club, 
the Chaparrals, at the Coyote 150 
Euduro. The trophy, a huge truck tire, 
was the “ball” in kind of a wild rubgy 
game held around midnight. I really 
don’t know who won but Micky Adams 
was right on top of things. 

Fast Ridin’ 

Also at the Coyote Enduro, everyone 
was trying to figure out why desert 
racer Jim Fishback was on hand to ride 
an enduro. He came out at the 
invitation of Ed Mazenko of the URA 
for a fun ride. Ever wondered if the 
desert racers would make good enduro 
riders? Heard the old argument that get 
a desert racer in good old “enduro” 
terrain and they would flounder?

U.S. Forest Service 

The USFS has prepared a draft 
environmental statement for the 
proposed Klamath National Forest 
Timber Management Plan. Copies 
of the statement can be obtained 
from Klamath National Forest, 
1215 South Main Street, Yreka, 
CA 96097. Comments are due by 
the 21st of March. Clubs or individuals 
using this area should review and 
comment. 

The USFS is in the process of 
developing new land use plans for 
National Forest System Lands within 
the California Region. These land-use 
plans include all eighteen National 
Forests in California. They are inviting 
comments from all users of these lands, 
so we suggest that you participate. You 
can be placed upon the mailing list for 
copies of the proposals and notices of 
| public hearings by writing to Mr. Bill 
Graham, 630 Sansome Street, San 
Francisco, CA 94111, or telephone him 
at (415) 556-3379. Be sure to tell him 
which of the eighteen National Forests 
that you are interested in, If you are 
interested in all eighteen, say so. 

How many times have you heard it 
said that it doesn’t do any good to write 
letters or attend public hearings? During 
January, February, and March of 1971, 
the Angeles National Forest conducted 
a series of ‘land-use planning’ hearings in 
Pasadena, Burbank, and Palmdale. We 
swamped those hearings and made our 
first big impression with the land-use 
agencies. Now the results of our effort 
have been published. As of January 1, 
1974, the Angeles National Forest 
placed into effect an Off-Road Vehicle 
Control Plan, which opens one-third of 
the 690,000 acre Forest to 
cross-country travel by ORVs. In most 
of the remaining two-thirds, vehicle use 
is allowed but confined to designated 
roads and trails. This is quite a victory. 
If we had not turned-out at the hearings 
and made our wishes known, the 
‘preservationists’ would have gotten 
their way and had all ORV use of the 
Angeles National Forest prohibited. 
You can obtain a copy of the Map of 
the ORV Closure Areas by writing to 
Angeles National Forest, 150 South 
Robles Avenue, Pasadena, CA 91101. 
You might want to indicate your 
approval of the final Off-Road Vehicle 
Plan when you write. 

During the Labor Day weekend of 
1973, a forest fire in the Mendocino 
National Forest burned approximately 
24,000 acres of public land. As a result 
of this Barkersville fire, the USFS has 
closed most of the area so they can 
manually and aerially reseed the burned 
area. The closure is temporary and wé 
ask your cooperation in avoiding the 
area until the closure is lifted. Clubs and 
individuals wishing further information 
or desiring to offer assistance to thé 
Forest Service are encouraged to 
contact Mr. Lee R. Belau, District 
Ranger, Mendocino National Forest, 
Upper Lake, CA 95485. 

The USFS is currently studying 
twenty-one sites within National Forests 
as new Wilderness Areas. Persons are 
invited to make comments and ‘to 
attend a series of public hearings in the 
future. ‘This should be of interest to all 
of us, and you can be placed upon the 
USFS mailing list for related 





information by writing the Regional 
Forester, USDA Forest Service, 630 
Sansome Street, San Franciso, CA 
94111. 

The USFS is seeking public input on 
use of the Horseshoe Meadow—Trail 
Peak area. Current plans do not make 
any provision for off-road vehicles. 
Write to Inyo National Forest, 2957 
Birch Street, Bishop, CA 93514 for full 
particulars. Comments are due by April 
Ist. 

Bureau of Land Management 

BLM Districts have begun to 
implement the BLM’s California Desert 
Plan (which went into effect on 
November 1, 1973). Crews are signing 
areas northwest of California City, the 
Saline Mountain Range (Inyo County), 
and the Darwin Falls area as closed to 
recreation vehicular travel. Small signs 
on five-foot high steel posts will be 
placed on the perimeter of each area 
every one-third of a mile and at major 
roads or trails. Much of this signing is 
due to desert tortoise preserve to 
protect an “endangered species.” 


California Trailbike Guide 


With all of the recent changes in the 
availability of public lands to 
off-roaders, perhaps you are wondering 
where you can legally ride or operate 
your off-road vehicle. Last Spring, we 
were pleased to announce the California 
Trailbike Guide published by 
Driscoll-Hough. They are printing 
Volume 2, a completely up-dated 
version of last year’s. Members of 
M.O.R.E. get a one dollar discount. 


Road bikes 

AB 1078. (Lanterman) was originally 
a bill that would have required 
motorcycle manufacturers to inform the 
Department of Motor Vehicles of the 
decibel rating of each motorcycle 
produced. The DMV would then add on 
an additional registration fee each year 
based on the decibel rating. The feel 
would have started at $2 extra for 70 to 
72 decibels, $4 extra for 73 to 74 
decibels, and right on up a graduated 
scale to $20 extra for 89 decibels and 
up. This bill was amended to include all 
motor vehicles and place the California 
Highway Patrol in the testing business, 
with the same results as far as extra fees 
were concerned. This bill was ‘killed’ on 
January 22nd. Do you road-riders still 
feel that your $10 membership in 
M.O.R.E. is not worthwhile? 

AB 1011 (Cline) would have required 
that local courts file every vehicle 
exhaust violation with the DMV. Upon 
a second or subsequent violation, the 
local court could suspend your license 
for up to three years. This bill has been 
defeated in its present form, but the 
door has been left open for 
Assemblyman Cline to work out the 
problem with us and_ possibly 
reintroduce amendments. The time limit 
has expired for passage of the bill in the 
Assembly. There will not be any further 
action on this bill this year. 

SB 1577 (Petris) prohibits the sale or 
offering for sale of any motor vehicle 
manufactured on or after January 1, 
1976, which has a maximum speed 
capability of more than 60 miles per 
hour, except authorized 
vehicles. This bill has been cleared by 
the Senate and is now before the 
Assembly Transportation Committee, 
where we hope to ‘kill’ it, or at least 
obtain an exclusion for motorcycles. 
After all, the fuel shortage won’t last 
forever. 

Still foremost im legislation which 
affects road-riders, is the subject of No 
Fault Insurance, on both the State and 
Federal levels. The Feds may be coming 
to their senses. The House of 
Representatives is now reviewing S.354 
(the Hart-Magnuson Act) and the latest 
word is that they might make 
amendments so motorcycles are 
excluded, unless a given State wanted to 
include them under the mandatory NFI 
provisions. Senator Alfred Song, 
Chairman of the California Senate 
Judiciary Committee continues to 
reassure me that any FNI Law enacted 
in California will exclude motorcycles. 
But, we must keep the pressure on to 
prevent a change of heart. 

Jim Potter, Executive Director of the 
national MIC, stopped by the office. 
You will recall that the Environmental 
Protection Agency had levied a ban on 
the operation of both two- and 
four-stroke motorcycles from 6 a.m. to 
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OCMC Great Bear Grand Prix Course 

The Bear Guys claim that you will enjoy 100 miles of motorcycling 
competition on this 9.1 mile course laid out at Riverside International 
Raceway. It’s too late to mail enter, though. Post entry is an even $100. It 


costs less to spectate. 


8 p.m. during the period from May 1 to 
October 3, each year. The EPA also 
ordered a ban on the registration of 
motorcycles in numbers exceeding the 
total number of registrations for 1973. 
However, our fears were somewhat 
allayed when the EPA added a provision 
that these bans would not be enforced if 
the Motorcycle Industry could comply 
with Emission Standards to be issued by 
the EPA. The Motorcycle Industry had 
indicated that they could develop and 
manufacture emission-free motorcycles 
if given enough time. Now, Potter has 
told me that the EPA has issued the 
Motorcycle Emission Standards and 
there is no way that the manufacturers 
can build two-stroke motorcycles which 
will meet the standards by the deadline 
date of January 1976. The only course 
left open was to request an extension on 
the time-period from the EPA. There is 
no reason to believe that the EPA will 
consider it favorably. 


Mandatory helmets 

Assemblyman John Thurman 
(Modesto) is giving serious consideration 
to a helmet bill. We have met with Mr. 
Thurman and he is going about this 
business in a sensible manner. Before 
introducing the bill, he is meeting with 
various motorcycle organizations and 
sounding them out. He personally 
thinks this is a good bill and is 
attempting to find support for it from 
motorcyclists. His greatest support has 
come trom -the Lobbyist for the 
California Motorcycle Industry Council, 
the state dealer association. The Board 
of Directors of the CMIC has not yet 
made up its mind whether or not they 
will support a mandatory helmet bill. 
The next time that you are in a dealer’s 
shop, you might express your feelings to 
him and he in turn will relay your 
opinions to the CMIC, if he is a 
member. Mr. Thurman is also soliciting 
individual opinions and you may want 
to voice yours directly to him. This is a 
rather heated subject, but we implore 
you to write tactful and constructive 
letters to Assemblyman John Thurman, 
State Capitol Building, Sacramento, CA 
95814. Do not make threats or belittle 


the man, just explain your reasons (pro 
or con) to Mr, Thurman.

Gas can prohibition 
We learned that Los Angeles County 
was about to enact an Ordinance to 
prohibit the transportation of gasoline in 
containers any place in L.A. County. We 
contacted the L.A. County Board of 
Supervisors and explained that such an 
ordinance should contain wording to 
allow persons to transport gasoline for 
recreational purposes. The ordinance, 
which has now been put into effect, 
now reads: 
“A person shall not carry any motor 
vehicle fuel in a portable container 
in or on any vehicle. This section 
does not prohibit the temporary 
transportation of motor vehicle fuel 
in a portable container for use other 
than in the transporting vehicle.” 
The Analysis of this ordinance reads: 
“This ordinance will add Section 
15.113 to the Fire Code to prohibit 
a person from carrying extra fuel to 
be used in his vehicle. The ordinance 
is so drafted that it will not prohibit 
the carrying of fuel for any purpose 
other than use in the transporting 
vehicle, For example, fuel may be 
transported to be placed in another 
vehicle which is out of fuel, or to be 
used in a vehicle which does not use 
the highways, or to be used in 
recreational equipment such as a 
boat, or to be used at a person’s 
residence in equipment such as a 
lawn mower.” 


Off-Highway Vehicle Code 
Assemblyman Eugene Chappie has 
introduced a Resolution for the 
California Highway Patrol to develop a 
vehicle code for Off-Highway Vehicles. 
This notice has caused undue alarm. The 
original Off-Highway Vehicle Act of 
1971 directed the Resources Agency 
(with the DMV and the CHP) to develop 
such a code. Russ Sanford of M.O.R.E. 
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wrote a code draft and presented it to 
the State Parks and Recreation 
Department in August of 1973, after 
coordinating it with the California 
Off-Road Vehicle Association. This was 
unknown to Mr. Chappie, hence his 
introduction of the Resolution to put the 
CHP in the drivers seat. In the 
meantime, State Parks and Recreation 
has distributed the “M.O.R.E. Proposal” 
to the DMV and the CHP. The DMV has 
responded favorably ... the CHP’s 
position is unknown. M.O.R.E. has 
contacted Mr. Chappie and is working 
with him in the hope that the 
“M.O.R.E. Proposal” will be used. The 
M.O.R.E. Proposal” is lenient and at the 
same time adequately overcomes some 
of the problems with respect to where 
ORVs may be legally operated. 
Furthermore, it overcomes the problems 
with respect to the operation of ORVs 
by persons who are not old enough to 
possess an Operator’s License. 
Election campaigns are coming 
State Senator H.L. Richardson, 
represents Senate District 19, covering 
much of Eastern Los Angles County. We 
have known “Bill” Richardson to be an 
honest legislator for a long time. He 
recognizes that “man” is also part of the 
ecology, and more important, that 
people should be able to do their own 
thing without a lot of bureaucratic 
intervention. He hopes to get the 
Republican Nomination to run for the 
U.S. Senate against Alan Cranston, 
Senator Cranston keeps telling us how 
much he likes motorcycles, how good 


ithe BLM is going to be to us in the 


desert, and how much we will like No 
Fault Insurance for our motorcycles. 
Cranston needs to be replaced. We can 
think of no better choice than H.L. 
“Bill” Richardson. He will need our 
support in the Primary Elections.

The bird to Bird Watchers 

There is a group in Sacramento 
named the “Bird Watchers.” This group 
of students are preservation-oriented. 
The “Bird Watchers’” year-end report 
stated that Assemblyman Raymond 
Seeley (R-Blythe) was pretty far down 
on their list. To this, Assemblyman 
Seeley replied, “It’s mone of their 
business what I do. They didn’t put me 
here and they’re just too far out for 
me.” Seeley brushed aside the rating by 
terming the “Bird. Watchers’ as 
“environmentally unrealistic.”” Our hat 
is off to Assemblyman Seeley! 
King Range National 
Conservation Area 

For almost a full year, we have been 
‘battling’ with the Bureau of Land 
Management over the manner in which 
public hearings were conducted with 
regard to a Northern California area that 
the BLM wants to classify as the King 
Range National Conservation Area. A 
series of hearings was conducted by the 
BLM, but off-road vehicle groups were 
not notified of the meetings until after 
some of them had been held. Although 
a special meeting was held, and even 
though off-roaders were there in 
abundance, it soon became apparent 
that the BLM was merely going through 
the motions and that they had already 
decided what the outcome would be. 
M.O.R.E. protested the BLM action 
with our 38 Representatives and two 
Senators in Washington, D.C. In reply, 
our U.S. Congressmen went to the 
Department of Interior and the BLM for 
their answers. The BLM reply, which 
was in turn sent back to M.O.R.E., was 
prepared by none other than Mr. J.R. 
Penny, of the BLM State Office here in 
California. To no one’s surprise, Mr. 
Penny insisted that the BLM had done 
no wrong and further insisted that Russ 
Sanford of M.O.R.E. was being 
untruthful. To this, M.O.R.E. contacted 
a large number of persons who had 
attended the special BLM hearing. They 
prepared statements that M.O.R.E. was 
correct and Mr, Penny was in error. 
M.O.R.E. sent copies of this statement 
with all of the signatures to our 
California Delegation in Washington, 
D.C. An investigation of BLM practices 
in California will soon be getting 
underway. Looks like we have our own 
Watergate. More later. o

YUCCA VALLEY, CAL., MAR. 9 


Today 


Yucca Valley High School 


held its first ever motocross here 
on the school grounds. About 31 
riders showed up and over three 


hundred spectators came out to 
see it all. 

The motocross was the brain- 
child of Mark Miller who organ- 
ized the event from top to bottom. He 
and his friends had to hassle with red 
tape, uninterested teachers who didn’t 
think a bunch of kids could or should 
do this sort of thing except with their 
“divine” guidance, and the usual dumb 
details that drive normal people crazy. 
They didn’t do too bad a job in beating 
seemingly impossible odds. 

Mark, Doug Couzens, Bob Boldt and 
Ron Cobb spent about four days laying 
out and preparing the MX track on the 
high school’s playing field. They graded 
it and laid out old tires to mark it. The 
biggest problem was that the whole area 
was flat, and they didn’t have any heavy 
duty equipment to dig up the ground. 
They made up for the general flatness 
by letting their imaginations go wild. 

A few things were done to the indeed 
very flat track to make things 
interesting. There was a ten foot high 
upper level, above the playing field. This 
was made into a super launch ramp 
jump going up the wall of dirt that led 
to the upper level. The track made a 
tight right hand turn that led out toa ten 
foot drop away that sent riders 
thudding down onto the main field 
again. The best spot on the whole track 
was a jump in front of the basketball 
courts, because when anybody went off 
this jump, he’d come splashing down 
into a huge waterhole that drenched 
bike, rider, and anybody who was dumb 
enough to stand close to the hole, 

Mark loaned me his Elsinore so I 
could find out what the track was like. 
The start was a little hard packed. 

The start led up to a really tight left 


hander, going into a short straight,-then,’ 


a small S-turn, Another short straight, 
then up to the jump in front of the 
basketball courts, and splash! into the 
waterhole. Past the hole, it was banzai

up the ten foot wall that sent the better 
riders into sky-high crossed up jumps. 
This took riders into the tight right 
hander, then down the wall and back on 
the main playing field. Once down on 
the main field, it was boogie time down 
a super fast back straight. To keep 


things, honest, another tight ,right. hand | 


turn was thrown in. That led to a big 
“S” turn and another short straight. The 
straight went into a big right hand 
sweeper and down a fast front straight 
to start it all over again. 

Even though it was tight, the track 
layout was pretty good, and the traction 
was great with no hard or snotty spots 
anywhere that could have made things 
dangerous. , 

Before the start of each class the 
starter would flash @ sign in front of the 
riders, showing what class would be up 
so no one would be in the wrong class. 
Great idea. 

The first class off was the Mini. 
Everyone was wondering what was 
going to happen because of the big 
waterhole. If some kid fell in that hole, 
he’d need a life jacket, so everybody 
waited by the basketball courts to find 
out. Splash, splash, splash go the minis 
as they banzaiedit through the hole, 
drenching the spectators. As the day 
went on, the hot set up for the minis 
was to get to the far right side of the 
jump before the hole, and that way they 
could dodge most of the water. 

Top Splasher of the Day Award goes 
to Fred Eubanks on a CT-70. While 
everybody in general went out of their 
way to avoid the hole, Fred didn’t. As 
he came off the jump he’d splash into 
the waterhole every time. 

In the first moto of the 100 Class 
Ron Cobb (Hod) was running away 
from the field until he came off the 
jump and into the waterhole, doing a 
super endo. He didn’t get bashed up too 
bad, but he was out for the day. Rory 
McRae (Hod) inherited the lead and 
came home with the win. Second 
behind him was Chuck Robinson (Yam) 
and in third was Mark Benton (Hod). 

Before we go on, I want tocommend 
on crowd control, provided by the San 
Bernardino County Sheriff's 
Department and the Yucca Valley 
Search and Rescue Team. While they 
had the potential for good crowd 
control being official with their badges, 
guns, and super-zoot walkie-talkies, the 
agencies mentioned didn’t provide 
effective control. Before motos and 
after motos, all sorts of little squids 
were running around on the track trying 
to get from one place to another. That 
may not be so bad, but when the same 
little squids are running and playing 
around on the track during motos, 
that’s another thing. It was the cops’ 
duty to control the crowd so nobody 
would get hurt, or nobody could get 
hurt crossing the track. I’m sure some 
parent would have felt great if his or her 
kid had his face centerpunched by a 
rider in the Open class. 

The timing in which the cops decided 
to finally do some crowd control left 
something to be desired. It was only 
after a rider had crashed into the crowd, 
coming off the up side of the wall of 
death, and bonking a kid on the head, 
that the cops posted some deputies to 
hold the folks back. 

In another instance in the same area, 
the crowd was so close to the track that 
when a rider in the 250 class missed a 
turn, he nearly nailed ten spectators. 

Back to better things. Doug Couzens 
(Hon) made a clean sweep of the 125 
class. He was so far ahead of the pack 
that he did leisurely-type ‘cross-ups and 
wheelies to keep himself and the crowd 
entertained. Mark Page (Hon) was the 
closest to him for second, and Scott 
Meese (Yam) got third. 

In the 250’s, Bob Boldt (Hus) also 
made a grand-slam sweep of his class, 
outdistancing the rest of the pack. It 
was in this class that Gerald Rosendahl 
(Hon) made a rather messy crash into 
some spectators on the uphill side of the 
wall of death section of the track. Not 
only did he crash here, he also crashed 
just about everywhere else on the track. 

The Open class racing was perhaps 
the dullest contest I ever had seen in my 
entire life. Only in the last moto did it 
begin to look interesting. 

This class was Mark Miller's class as 
he just up and boogied away from 
everyone on the track. And I say the 
word “‘everyone’’ loosely in the sense 
that in the first moto there were only 


' three: “guys on tHe, track," three im the" 





second, and aside from Mark, only one 
other guy racing in the third Open class. 

Only the last moto of this class is 
perhaps worth talking about. Mark on 
his super Honda 125 really had the 
track nailed down as he had it over his 
nearest, and only competition (Harold 
Sampson), mounted on a nearly box 
stock Honda XL 350. Even though he 
was the under dog, everybody on the 
trackside was rooting for him as he 
muscled the big Honda around the 
track. It was all to no avail. Mark would 
slow down once in awhile to let Harold 
catch up with him to make the race 
more exciting. 

After the racing was all over, it took 
the scoring people only about five 
minutes to compile the results and the 
winners were announced. This was 
definitely a good thing, showing that 
the scoring folks knew what they were 
doing. 

Prizes for winners were donated by 
Hi Desert Honda of Yucca Valley and 
the Yucca Valley Search and Rescue 
Team. Joshua Tree Ambulance donated 
their unit, which incidently didn’t have 
to be used. The water truck used to 
make that gigantic water hole was 
donated by Dan Pekarovich. 

The track preparation was an all 
student effort with Ron Cobb doing the 
tractor job to it. 

Track officiating was done by 
parents and alumni students; and 
student volunteers did a really great job 
of flagging all the bad spots on the 
track. 

This event wasn’t bad for a first 
effort, considering that it was an all 
student effort with a minimum of 
teacher supervision. This wasn’t 
Irwindale or OCIR, and CMC didn’t 
promote it — it was all due to the hard 
work, thinking and considerable efforts 
of a handful of students who had an 
idea and carried it out despite the huge 
odds against them. Naturally enough, 
there were a few things that need 
definite improvement, and there were a 
few things that don’t need it because 
they were fine already. 

Mark Miller was the brain behind this 
thing, and he didn’t do bad at all. He 
realizes that the bad things were bad 
and the good things were far out. 

His organization of the event was 
great with no hassles at all, and perhaps 
better than some of the bigger high 
school motocrosses that have been held. 
In fact, Mark was so pleased with the 
event that they will hold another one in 
June. e

There was a time in our life when 
Yamaha 125s were absolutely the 
bike to have, a time when days 
were spent in high school class- 


rooms and nights were spent 
falling down in Turnball Canyon. 
In those days, people still thought 
that Honda 305s were dirt bikes. 
A kid with a job as a bus boy could 
scrimp and save and spring for a 
Yamaha Enduro and smoke the 
Hondogs in the dirt, and out maneuver 
them in the traffic jam in front of 
school each afternoon. 


They’d get you to school every single 


. day, let you take short cuts across the 


field on your way home, do great 
wheelies to impress the tootsies, and not 
give you worries about stuck pistons 
and such. 


In 1974, that’s about the way it is 
with the improved version of those swell 
little white-tanked wonders, the 
Yamaha DT125A Enduro. 


It will only do 60 MPH screaming its 
reed-valved brains out at the 7500 RPM 
redline, and it takes 6900 RPM to cruise 
at 55 MPH. The acceleration won’t set 
any records, and if by some chance you 
think you have to outrun somebody in a 
Buick, you better pray for the police. 


But it will carry you back and forth 
to work or school or wherever you go 
day in and day out, without a 
complaint. And, when you rev the 
beegeezus out of it to keep moving with 
the flow of traffic, it will still give you 
about 52 miles per gallon. One could get 
better mileage out of it by riding it 
easier; we never felt inclined to. 


On weekends, you can throw it into 
the truck (filled with all the gas you 


saved by riding your bike around all 
week) and head out into the desert for a 
real live “family” enduro, In five 
minutes you can have the taillight and 
vulnerable rear turn signals safely 
stowed in a box, Take a few minutes 
more to take off the mirror and tape on a 
number, and you’re ready for the line. 


It won’t do really fantastically out 
there, not so well that you’d be tempted 
to run national enduros on it, but it will 
do alright on the easy family enduros 
that are so popular in Southern 
California. More on that in a minute. 


When you get ready to ride a new 
DT125A home from the dealer’s, a few 
things come to your attention right 
away. 


Yamaha still stamps the key numbers 
on the ignition, seat, and fork locks. It 
isn’t on the gas tank cap lock, though. 
The fork lock is a better design than 
those on most bikes. The ignition switch 
is right where it belongs, between the 
instruments. The gas tank lock, while a 
nice idea, would be (we are led to 
believe from the Department of 
Transportation statistical studies) a real 
gonad gnasher in a frontal impact 
situation (that means if you run into 
something head on). The seat lock is 
also a good idea, but a hefty screwdriver 
will break it. 


The vaned grips are the kind that 
leave your hands looking and feeling 
funny after a bare-handed ride. With 
gloves you can avoid the problem in the 
type of riding the bike was meant for. 


Deploying the kickstand takes a 
good, healthy kick about 50% of the

time, since the return spring has a 
tendency to hang up on the stand 
mounting bolt and refuse to let the 
stand stay down long enough to park 
the bike. A kick frees up the snagging. 


There aren’t any passenger pegs, but 
there are mounting holes in the 
swingarm for rear pegs. It’s probably a 
good thing there aren’t any pegs — an 
adult rider will be using up the whole 
seat when riding anyway. 

Once underway, other things stand 
out. The control shape, placement, and 
functions are fine. The instruments are 
OK, but the tach wandered. At times it 
couldn’t make up its mind how fast the 
engine was turning over while the 
speedo held steady on one speed. 


The trials pattern tires are OK on dry 
pavement. They feed back plenty of 
warning before a rider runs out of tread 
in corners and drops it. In wet, it’s 
another story — they don’t work really 
well. Anyone riding on these tires in the 
rain must be very careful, especially 
when crossing painted street markings 
while turning. 


Night lighting is OK for attainable 
speeds, and is about par for bikes its 
size. The clocks are not as easy to read 
at night as those on superbikes, but are 
still pretty good. After a few weeks of 
riding around, the battery got too low 
to activate the electric starter. However, 


it never got so low that it wouldn’t : 


blink the turn signals. 

The horn was acceptable. around 
town, worthless above 50 MPH

The brakes were strong, yet 
not insensitive. 





The brakes are excellent in the street. 

The bike would pull redline in fifth, 
60 MPH at 7500, and at redline in 
fourth (which was needed to go up any 
street hill of consequence) it will be 
moving at 45 MPH. 


The tool kit was very marginal in 
usability, ` following the industry’s 
general downward tool kit quality trend 
since the peak of quality around 1970. 


In short, it works acceptably on the 
street.

exhibited a tendency to want to beat 
the rider to death in rough stuff if 
pushed along quickly, 

The forks just got so pumped up when 
running over little ripples in a hard 
packed sandy wash on one enduro that 
they just about went rigid. They might 
have been doing something, but you 
sure couldn’t convince the test rider’s 
shoulder sockets that they were. They 
improved a little by the end of the first 
25 mile loop, but not enough to keep 
the rider from insisting on riding his 
own bike (a DKW) on the second harder 
loop. 

In sandwashes the bike exhibited 
some understeer. It comes with a 19” 
wheel up front. 

It’s easy to get the front wheel up for 
obstacles. The power comes on strong 
(what power a 125 produces) at about 
6,000 RPM. The engine never complains 
about running at high RPM, and is 
famous for being bulletproof. 

The side cases are stuck out in the 


The Speedo featured an resetable- 
by-tenths odometer. 
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open. The small bash plate didn’t do 
anything to stop the chorus of rocks 
that zinged and zanged off the cases 
while negotiating rocky washes and 
canyons. 

It was easy to shift, and the throws 
were positive. The shift lever gets bent 
easily because it sticks out so far. A 
rock ate ours. 

The chain stretched badly after the 
first venture out into the dirt. 

The front turn signals are tucked in 
well enough that you can leave them on 
and not worry about them. 

With stock gearing, the engine would 
bog even on loose hills approached at

redline in first. Once it bogged, that was 
it: time to push. 


Knobbies would obviously help in 
off-road applications, but the 
positioning of the muffler/spark arrestor 
inhibits knobby installation. 

The front fender is plastic; the rear is 
not. 

If you can ride it out somewhere, you 
don‘t have to worry about getting back. 
Ridden conservatively, it won’t offend 
anyone at a distance with the stock 
muffling, although compared to most 
road bikes it gets a little raspy after 
awhile on the freeway (if you’re really 
daring).

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For the serious enduro freak, it’s 
going to take some sorting out to work 
really well for enduroing. For the 
serious road rider, it really isn’t the right 
choice. For the person who doesn’t like 
to wring out an engine until it screams, 
a 250 would be better. 

But for the person in the middle — 
the beginner, the low budgeted, the 
student, the youngster, the guy without 
anything to prove — who wants to have 
an acceptable bike for transportation 
and an acceptable bike for half-serious 
dirt riding without spending a whole 
wad of loot, it’s just fine. e 





The “Torque Injected” engine 
just ran and ran. 
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Mark Adent

During the ‘73 District-37 desert 
racing season, Mitch Mayes and 
Tommy Brooks won more than 
their share of overalls. And when 


Mayes or Brooks were not win- 
ning, then A.C. Bakken or Jim 
Fishback were. 

It was no surprise to see these 
four riders up in the overalls during the 
1973 desert year. But suddenly a new 
name was added to this list of overall 
winner threats, mounted on an 
under-bored bike with the number 900x 
hung on the front. During the ‘72 
season, when A.C., Brooks, Mayes, and 
Fishback were already winning, the 
name Mark Adent was still being listed 
in the results under Division II Amateur, 
riding a 125 DKW. In fact, the 
Jackrabbits’ race in 1972, (the last 
District-37 race of the year), was Mark’s 
last Amateur ride before becoming an 
Expert. Who would think that by the 
end of the following year, Mark Adent 
would own the Number One plate in the 
250 class? 

Mark, with 710 points over the next 
rider in the final point tally, took three 
overall wins, 11 class wins, eight 
seconds, one third, and two fourths in 
the 250 class during the 1973 desert 
year. Besides getting the coveted plate 
in the 250 class in District-37, Mark 
found enough time and energy to go to 
Baja and get a second 125 with his 
teammate Tom Brooks. 

This was Mark’s first attempt at Baja 
or any other long money race. Mark 
(even though not having any Baja 
experience, let alone night racing), took 
the night section. When Mark took over 
the bike from Brooks at the halfway 
point, they were running sixth 125. In 
spite of several difficulties with the 
bike, Mark worked his way up to second 
by the fifth check. 

Racing at night is one type of 
motorcycle racing which few riders ever 
experience, let alone master. It takes as 
much concentration as you can bring to 
bear, and when you're riding in 110 
degree weather, it tends to play tricks 
on the mind and wear the body down a 
lot faster. Mark had a solution; when his 
bike went sour, he simply took off his 
racing gear and went swimming in the 
ocean. After cooling off, he could not 
find his gloves or kidney belt, so he 
went on without them. 

After push starting the DKW, Mark 
nursed the sick bike into the next pit 
where they changed the needle setting 
to keep it running. He caught most of 
the other riders on a dry lake, where 
they lost their sense of direction in the 





night. Mark had pre-ridden the course 
and painted rocks across the dry lake. 
But this wasn’t the answer, as Parnelli 
would just come along and turn them 
over with his 4 W.D. 

DKW paid for the whole trip to Baja, 
which added up to quite a bit, when 
you start thinking of transportation 
cost, lodging, gas, entry fee, the cost of 
the bike and its set up. It was a 
worthwhile gamble. After the whole 
grueling ordeal was, over, Mark was only 
a bit over 500 bucks richer, but said he 
would gladly do it again even if it didn’t 
involve any money. That’s how much he 
is into racing. 

Mark is out of school. When asked 
what he does, he responds with a firm 
“nothing!” which kiddingly brings an 
instant agreement from his parents. 
While over at his house, I couldn’t help 
but notice that the number one 250 
rider in the desert has the same bad 
habit as many of us do, smoking. In 
fact, he was smoking cigarettes and 
drinking beer constantly the whole time 
I was visiting. This is quite a change 
from several of the other top desert 
racers, who feel that if they drink a beer 
or smoke a cigarette, their riding career 
will come to a standstill. This is the 
difference between a natural rider and a 
rider who has to work for his glory. 

Mark has had some prior physical 
training, though, as he was-a member of 
the cross country running team in 
school. He used to get up every morning 
at the break of day and run several 
miles. 

He rides constantly when he is out in 
the desert the day before a race. This is 
the only riding he does the week before 
a race. “I ride about 60 miles on 
Saturday, then race Sunday and ride as 
much as I can after the race on 
Sunday.” Mark’s physical condition is 
good; most desert racers are found 
OD’ed in the back of a van after a race. 

The name Mark Adent is now as 
familiar in the desert as J.N. Roberts’ or 
Jack Morgan’s were. But it wasn’t 
without a lot of effort, time and money 
on the part of his parents. There is 
seldom a weekend you won’t find them 
out in the desert, Mark’s dad doing last 
minute repairs on the bike or his mother 
making dinner or counting finishing 
positions at the finish line. 

Mark’s sister, Linda, even tries her 
hand at racing every so often and there 
is never a weekend you won’t see'her' 





riding around the pits on Mark’s former 
race bike, a gold 125 springer DKW. 
Mark’s mother is a school teacher and 
backs her son 100% in his racing effort. 


Mark lives with his family in 
Calabasas, off of Mulholland Highway. 
This is the cafe racers’ famous illegal 
practice and meeting place, where they 
get together and race through Malibu 
Canyon on their street bikes. On a nice 
Sunday you can sit in the Adent’s front 
yard and watch a localized Daytona, 
with the bikes going one way and the 
hot cars going the other way. 

The Adent’s home is like any other 
desert racer’s home. The walls are lined 
with racing pictures, the walls are floor 
to ceiling shelves filled with trophies, 
and the coffee table is littered with 
scrap books. In these scrap books, are 
the racing tales of Mark’s successful and 
unsuccessful racing attempts. Included 
in these is Mark’s first try at the sport. 
At fourteen, he entered the Jackrabbit 
Enduro on a Honda 90. The bike quit 
twenty miles from the finish. 

Mark’s DKW mechanic during his 
very successful ‘72 season, Tom Rubley, 
was head mechanic not only for the 
now legendary under-bored 250 of 
Adent’s, but Tom and Cordis Brook’s 
giant killers. As you can tell by Mark’s 
and Tom’s records, he didn’t let a single 
thing go by on any of their bikes, Mark 
never thrashed his bike as bad as Tom 
did. Mark was constantly bugging Tom 
for a sponsor, who said he would try to 
help him out once he became an Expert. 
So once he got his red sticker from Ron 
Hall, Division II Steward, he gave Rubley 
a call, The only thing he could offer 
Mark to ride, was his own personal 250, 
not guaranteeing it even to finish. But 
Mark, being more than willing to ride, 
said he would give it his best. 

The first weekend he rode it, he was 
one of the first riders to the bomb, 
battling with the riders he thought he 
could only catch in his dreams. That’s 
when Rubley decided to build Adent a 
250 DKW and give the 250 class a try 
this year. At the halfway point 
standings, all three DKW riders, Tom 
and Cordis Brooks and Mark had their 
division point leads, But with Cordis 
going to a different class, the DKW 
people ended up with two number ones, 
Mark Adent in the 250 class and Tom 
Brooks in the 175 class. 

Barstow-to-Vegas has always been a 
problem for Mark. He has only finished 
once and this was when he was a 
Novice. If you, look in the 1971 
Barstow-to-Vegas results, you’ll see the 
name Mark Adent llth 125 Novice 
listed as a trophy winner. In this year’s 
race, Lady Luck ‘was not riding with 
Mark: he didn’t finish. But this wasn’t 
as bad to Adent as witnessing the fatal 
crash of Larry Pfutzenreuter. “It was a 
great lost to the sport of desert racing, 
but he was doing something he loved. 
He was/one of the nicest guys you could 
meet, always willing to help.” Mark 
considered Larry the greatest 250 rider 





ever to race desert. ‘Anyone who goes 
from Novice to Number One Expert in 
one year has to be great.” 

When asked about clubs, Mark says, 
“The Rams have helped me a lot. They 
pitted Tom and I and the Dempsey 
brothers in Baja. Without the help of 
several of the club members I would 
have not gotten the Number One plate. 
On many occasions, Ram’s members 
have loaned me bikes to race, knowing 
full well I have no mercy on a bike.” In 
this year’s classic Moose Run, Mark won 
the 250 class on a borrowed 250 
Penton. The main thing Mark stresses 
about clubs is, “It doesn’t matter where 
they are in the point standings, but 
rather the kind of people that make the 
club up. If you want to race desert 
successfully, you have to belong to a 
club.” 

Adent is concerned, like the rest of 
us, about the future of the sport, 
especially with the gas shortage. “We 
should try to keep it out of people’s 
heads. The less they know about us out 
there racing the better. What they don’t 
know, won’t hurt them. Clubs are going 
to have to pool together and share rides 
to the desert if they ever ration. The 
high prices alone are a good reason to 
pool our efforts. It depends on the 
individual clubs to keep the sport alive. 
What fun would it be with only a 
handful of riders entered in a Hare and 
Hound?” 

When asked who he thinks are going 
to be the riders to catch this year, Mark 
said, “There are so many new fast riders 
every year you can’t plan on anything. 
Fishback told me one time that I 
shouldn’t plan on holding the Number 
One plate for more than a year. He 
thought his domination of the 250 class 
would continue through the ‘73 season. 
I guess I got lucky.” 

When first meeting Mark you may 
get the impression he is shy. But just get 
him rolling on the subject of desert 
racing along with a few frosties and his 
personality changes. His dad sure isn’t 
the shy type. He really loves talking 
about the desert and his kid’s racing 
achievements. You surely can’t blame 
him for being so proud. “Once when 
Mark was suppose to be 
pre-riding the Baja, he was able to get 
back early enough to ride the district 
race that weekend. We had told 
Fishback the weekend before, not to 
worry since Mark wouldn’t be riding 
this weekend, kind of a personal joke, 
since it seemed like it was either 
Fishback following Adent or vice versa. 
During the race, Fishback glanced back 
only to see the number 900x in hot 
pursuit. When he reached the finish line 
he thought he was seeing things, or 
maybe he was just so use to seeing 
Adent out on the course he just thought 
he saw him. But sure enough it was.” 

If the first few races of the year are 
any indication of Mark’s chances for 
retaining the number one plate, then his 


chances of doing so look good. Three 





250 wins in a row, along with two 
overall wins. “There are so many fast 
250s this year. It’s going to be 
interesting and very competitive with 
such riders as Wayne Cook, Dave 
Laprik, Jim Wotring and several others. 
I look for A.C. to take his share of 
overall wins,*’ 

The only bone that Mark ever broke 
was a toe. This is a sign of a natural 
rider. In fact the most serious injuries he 
ever received from racing were head 
pains, the after affects of trophy 
presentations. After the Baja race was a 
good example. 

Looking back to Adent’s—racing 
experience in the Vipers’ race last year; 
Mark had his 250 DKW in the lead with 
Jim Fishback in second place on a 400 
CZ. Tom Brooks’ screaming 125 DKW 
was next, with A.C. Bakken running 
fourth on his 400 Husky. Shortly after 
the bomb, Fishback powered into the 


lead and just past check one Adent lost, 


the course, with Brooks following. The 
pair wound around in the sagebrush for 
a while looking for the course, doubled 
back and picked it up long after 





Fishback had gone his merry way. 
Halfway around, Adent hit a giant rock 
and while he was lying on the ground 
contemplating his ruined front rim, who 
should happen along but A.C. who, not 
to be outdone by a lightweight, stubbed 
his rear wheel on the same rock and 
thudded to rest beside Adent. The pair 
studied the situation for a considerable 
time, then decided that nobody was 
going to come get them, and it would be 
fun to race until a) they got to the pits 
or b) one or both wheels collapsed. 

On July 30, 1972, the Masterlinks 
and the Cactus Cats held a dual 
European Scrambles at Hi-Vista. Mark 
was still an Amateur in Division II. In 
the first race he took second behind 
Chuck Cartledge, ahead of Andy Kirker. 
But he came back on his trusty gold 125 
DKW for first ahead of Monte Lee on 
the Cactus Cats “course. While an 
Amateur in the 175 class, Adent also 
won the 100’s M.C. 100 mile Hare 
Scrambles in- February of ‘72. His first 
ride on a 250 came in December of *72, 
the last race of that year. Mayes, 
Pfutzenreuter,. Tom Brooks, and, Bill 


Friant were the only riders ahead of the 
mysterious pie plate number F, who was 
now trying out a 250 Yamaha. 


You can see by these dates that 
Mark has not been racing all that long. 
The fact is he started racing once and 
quit, after becoming disappointed. Then 
he decided, after a period without 
racing, to try it again. After talking it 
over with his parents, they agreed. If he 
was serious and willing to give it 100%, 
they would help him in any way they 
could under these conditions. Their 
efforts were not in vain, Going from an 
unearned-number Expert to Number 
One in the' 250 class, in the most 
demanding district in the country, is a 
good indication of things to come. 


Let’s hope Mark Adent and the rest 
of us desert racers will have a chance to 
win a few more, When asked what he 
would do if he could not race desert, “I 
guess I’d have to go back to work. 
Maybe go back to school.” What about 
motocross or speedway, something with 
money. “I don’t think so. I have a 


| problem cornering.”’.Mark may have a 
p 8 ry, 





problem bouncing off berms but he sure 
can fly across the desert. 

In the Desert M.C. Hare and Hound 
this year, Mark was running first overall 
on the second loop, when he missed a 
turn and went off an eight foot rock 
cliff. A.C., who was running second, 
passed Adent there but stalled his 
Husky in the rocks, just above where 
Mark was frantically trying to start his 
bike. He got it started, passing A.C. and 
went on to take the overall win. 

Mark’s new sponsor this year, after 
much careful planning and thought, 
looks to be Penton. Since Mark has 
already taken three 250 firsts since the 
start of the ‘74 District 37 desert season 
aboard a borrowed Penton, Penton West 
really isn’t taking too much of a risk. 
Mark received other offers, but with a 
chance to go to the ISDT and such with 
the rest of the Penton team, (and 
looking back at their past records of 
wins and finishes), it was Mark’s best 
bet. If everything works out for both 
Mark and his sponsor, look for the name 
Mark Adent and Penton to be on the 
top of a lot of result lists this year, °

Product evaluation 
Murphy Muffler 


By |. Kelso Smith, II! 


The Murphy Muffler is designed for use on any two stroke motorcycle. It is 
without a doubt the most unusually designed silencer we've ever seen, 

We like it because it is relatively light, it is maintenance free, and it is 
unique. Not only that, it works. 

The muffler mellows and reduces the exhaust note of any bike it is installed 
on. It includes a built-in U.S. Forest Service approved spark arrestor, and 
muffles with a silicon rubber sleeve which the sound waves have to go around 
to reach your ears. The material itself absorbs sound, too. It never needs any 
repacking. 

Dyno testing using the Murphy Muffler as an add-on silencer/spark arrestor 
on a tuned chambershowed two things: The Murphy Muffler did not cause a 
power loss greater than those caused by “factory equipment” add on mufflers 
installed on. tuned pipes below 7,000 RPM, yet was quieter. Above 7,000 RPM 
on the small-bore test bike, there was a 10% power loss relative to the 
performance of the same pipe with a bolt on muffler sold as factory equipment 
on several motocrossers. 

However, tests show that when used with a pipe specifically designed and 
tuned for use with a Murphy Muffler, there is no significant power loss at any 
RPM. In fact, there is a mid-range gain. The gain in quietness over other 
silencer/spark arrestors makes the conversion well worth while. If you can ride 
quietly in an area, you can probably ride longer. 

A rider could add a very hot (and loud) tuned exhaust system to his bike, 
add a Murphy Muffler, and be street legal. While the Murphy Muffler will 
possibly take a bit of the edge off the pipe (unless the pipe was designed for use 
with ‘the Murphy Muffler), that power drop will be less than the increase 
attained over stock — you still gain in the end. 

One thing we found was that the larger the bike, the better the Murphy 
Muffler set-up worked. It seemed to us to be an advantage to replace the stock 
gigantor silencer/spark arrestors found on some large bore Japanese and 
Swedish bikes with the Murphy because it was smaller, lighter, and less prone 
to wearing out. (However, it still cost more.) 

A decrease in noise level, performance comparable to other silencer set-ups 
(with a properly tuned pipe), no maintenance, and long life are features in 
favor of installing a Murphy Muffler. The one drawback is that it retails for 
$32.95. If you’re well heeled, love silence, and want to improve your public 
relations, you might want to drop Murphy a line. Murphy Mufflers, 5312 E.

Yamaha MX boots

These boots are fairly durable but do not protect enough in the instep/ankle 
areas of the foot. They are very comfortable but are not too strong. They do 
not have steel kick plates like most boots. The buckles are acceptable, but not 
especially trick. 

Like their MX series bikes, these Yamaha boots look neat but are for the 
“non-serious” rider. A competition-minded serious racer will want stronger 
boots offering more protection. 

The casual trail rider will like them because they aren’t real stiff, offer good 
aon and are easy to shift with. You can buy a semi-protective boot that isn’t 
stiff, 

We cannot recommend these for road racing, but they work swell for 
touring, and beat Engineer Boots all to hell on the motocross course.

Cottontail 
Fifty

In California there are hare and 
hound races. Here in Idaho the 
hound is eliminated and what we 
are left with are the increasingly- 


famous “Rabbit” races. The 
Mountain Home Motorcycle 
Association is responsible for 


these rugged cross-country runs 
which are the nearest thing we have in 
Idaho to the California desert events. 
There is the big one: the Jackrabbit, 
which attracts several hundred riders 
from throughout the West and is held 
sometime in April. Then there is the 
Bunny Rabbit, which was held, and 
called off after a single lap, in a 
half-foot of snow in December. There is 
also the Jackrabbit’s fundraiser. . .the 
Cottontail Fifty. 

The air was chill on the Bruneau 
desert on the morning of the Cottontail 
and the wind was. doing its thing at 
about thirty miles per. The snow had 
melted into the ground on all but the 
northern-facing slopes and surface 
traction. was right decent. It was a 
pretty nice day for a race for the 230 
riders signed up. 

Some of the local talent on the line 
for the Le Mans start included former 
Jackrabbit winner Bruce Harris (the 
Idaho Motorcyclist’s Association’s 
Number one desert plate), Aaron 





Jeppson on a new Bul, and the Idaho 
State Flat Track champion, Larry 
Merideth, aboard a much-modified 
Honda 360 thumper. 

The stage of sand, sagebrush and 
broken terrain was set. The players in 
this desert drama lined their bikes up in 
a half-mile long row and took their 
places some thirty feet to the rear. 
Johnny Thompson finally got his bike 
running well enough to shut off and 
took his sprinter’s stance among the 
other racers just in time to hear the 
echoing blast of the shotgun. The mile 
long flat area was a scene of charging 
machines and roaring exhausts as the 
entire assemblage rushed WFO for the 
smoke bomb. It was only a few minutes 
before everyone was out of sight in the 
distance and it was time for this 
photographer to start his frozen Pursang 
and putt out on the course far enough 
to get some good shots. 

Coming in for the first of four 
fifteen mile loops, it was the 
high-pitched howl of a dimunitive 
Honda CR-125M with motocross ace 
Bud Spark at the throttle. Bud got a 
great start and had really held it on to 
keep all of the Open class machines at 
bay for the first lap. His skill and 
fortitude was all for naught, however. A 
lost tag negated his superb ride and 
realizing the futility of running a 
complete extra lap, Bud hung it up for 
the day. 

“No tickee...no laundry!” This 
mournful tune was also sung by such 
notables as Bruce Harris, Frank’ Trafford 
and “Coyote Tail’? Sword on his Husky. 
By the start of the third lap, the lead 
was in the hands of Caldwell’s Larry 
Merideth on that steady (And torquey!) 
Honda 350 four-stroker, I was 
positioned on a hill just before the flat 
area that marked a one mile shot to the 
finish and witnessed (or witlessed?) the 
battle for first between Aaron Jeppson 
on the new 360 Mk VII Bultaco and 
Merideth on his Honda. Going out for 
the final lap, Aaron gassed it extra hard 
and I saw him squeeze past Larry on the 
winding road to the smoke. 

While waiting to see the outcome of 
this drama, I stood on the sunny hillside 
and felt the bone-chilling wind blow 
through my. clothing as I gamely 
snapped away with the camera. Johnny 
Thompson came by and flashed the 
“Hawaiian Good Luck Sign” before 
trying to run me over. Bill Brewer 
thumped up the hill with a crippled 
XL-250 and a passenger whose bike had 
suffered terminal disability. Finally the 
drone of the Honda signified that 
Merideth had re-passed Jeppson and 
suceeded in holding off the Bul pilot’s 
determined charge for the finish line. 

The race lasted a scant two hours 
and 164 riders managed to finish. This is 
about the best finishing ratio of any 
previous “Rabbit” race and all hands 
agreed that the course was superb. Ray 
Hale handed out $800 worth of trophies 
and pins. Miller Beer’s Jim Zimmerman 


rode the race and got in soon enough to 
hand out copious amounts of his 
favorite beer. No one was stranded on 
the course and the entire gathering was 
on their way home by three o’clock. 
The Cottontail 50 was a smashing

Pros are pros are pros, at least 
when they reach the Expert/Pro- 
fessional category, and racing for 
bucks. Petulant, childish behavior 
in the face of facts is not part of 
being a Pro. In most any other 
sport the*term “‘hot-dog” and the 
term “bush” are derisive terms. If 
I may digress for a moment, a little over 
two years ago, when Lions motocross 
was still in operation, I witnessed a 
developing donnybrook between one of 
the most likeable guys on the motocross 
scene, a very hard-charger by the name 
of John DeSoto, and David Pessy and 
his mechanic. It seems that David was 
complaining about DeSoto’s aggressive 
style of riding. It had something to do 
with big John’s riding depriving Pessy of 
winning. This little donnybrook 
developed to the point (with Pessy and 
his mechanic brack-brack-bracking on 
big John) that the flyin’ Hawaiian was 
just about ready to drop his CZ, bodily 
pick up Pessy, his Ossa, and Pessy’s 
mechanic and throw them away. As 
anyone who knows big John can tell 
you, he’s quite capable of doing just 
that. It was at this point that Pessy’s 
sense of physical well-being caused him 
to cool it, and to have his mechanic do 
the same. 

I digressed to tell this story in order 
to illustrate tonight’s happenings. 

Pessy, aboard the D & G sponsored 
Honda, was literally blowing the 125 
Pros into the boonies. He had won the 
first two motos going away, and was 
leading moto three by about ten bike 
lengths over Chuck Lunde. On the right 
hand turn at the top of the hill at the 
west end of the course, Dave gassed it. 
He spun out, came down the side of the 
hill and off the course. Instead of going 
back up and entering the course where 
he came off as stated in the rules, Pessy 
came back on the course a little further 
along, jumping in front of riders he 
legitimately should have been behind. 
From where I was standing, taking 
pictures on top of the Steve Hurd Jump, 
I had a clear un-obstructed view of what 
transpired. Well, as the saying goes, tell 
the truth or nothing but the truth so 
help you God. Well, God not 
withstanding, I told the truth to Kelvin 
Franks, CMC’s bible recorder. This 
resulted in Pessy’s disqualification, well 
not really a disqualification, but moved 
from a fourth place finish to last place 
finish, denying him first overall or 
second or third, but ending up fourth 
overall. 
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The win went to Chuck Lunde, who 
won the first moto after finishing third 
and second in motos one and two. 
Second went to Dave Eropkin and third 
to Pat Hubbs, Pat’s Suzuki breaking up 
the Honda sweep started by Lunde and 
Eropkin. 

The guy who was the overall winner 
didn’t win a moto, The guy who looked 
to be a shoo-in to win the whole thing 
didn’t even finish the first round. The 
guy who won the first two motos could 
do no better than fourth overall in the 
final standings. On top of that, Chuck 
Lunde, who ended up first overall for 
the 500 Expert/Pros with two seconds 
and a fourth in three motos, didn’t even 
have any shocks on his CZ. I mean, not 
a motorcycle with a pair of shocks that 
didn’t work, not a lately used and lately 
cussed mono shock sét-up, just no shock 
absorbers period. By the time I got back 
to the pits, I couldn’t find hide nor hair 
of this shockless wonder. It does appear 
to be some trick CZ. Lunde ran second 
to first moto winner, Mike Yorba, 
Yorba inherited the lead on his Maico 
after Joe Johnston’s Maico seized just 
when it looked as if he was gonna run 
off and hide from the rest of the troops. 
Luke Messer, who had finished fifteenth 
in the first round, came back to win 
motos two and three, but it wasn’t 
enough to overcome the steady-riding of 
Chuck Lunde. Finishing second overall 
was Gene Martin, and third on another 
Maico was Wes Sutton. Martin ran 
motos of third, fourth, and third, 
behind Lunde’s win, while Sutton put 
together a pair of fifths, and a third for 
third overall. 

Jeff Vidic, who had a string of 
Victories going until he got beat two 
weeks ago, found out that once Val 
Tamietti tasted, or I guess I should say 
spent that first place money, he wanted 
some more of it. In the first two motos,

Tamietti put starting gate hole shots on 
Vidic, winning the first two motos with 
Jeff unable to get around him. In moto 
three, Tamietti was alongside Vidic till 
they went over the back shute jump, 
where he fell in behind Vidic. Val just 
let his Honda follow Jeff's Maico home, 
ending up with four points to Vidic’s 
five and first overall. Don Bongiorno ran 
his Honda fourth, fifth, and third, 
which was good for third overall. John 
McManaway, who is one of the older 
Expert/Pros took home fourth place 
money tonight with two fourths and a 
fifth. 

Going back to the beginning of this 
article — a pro is a pro is a pro — is just 
as true for 8lcc’s as it is for 400cc’s. 
Now that the CMC has created an 
Expert Mini category, the Mini riders 
categorized as Experts put on a show 
just as frantic as any of their big bore 
brothers. Bill Fancher, in two terrific 
duels with Lance Moorewood and one 
where he finished last when his Honda 
just plain quit, ended up in a three rider 
tie on points. Fancher had nine points 
with two firsts and a seventh, Vince Van 
Hook on a Yamaha had nine points with 
a fifth, a first, and a third, and Lance 
Moorewood had nine points with a 
second, a fifth, and a second, With the 
best finish/last moto rule prevailing, it 
was Fancher for the win, Moorewood 
on the Indian for second, and Van 
Hook’s Yamaha third. e

De Anza Hillclimb

There had been hints, promises 
and threats that streakers would 
be out today, but the large crowd 
had to settle for the excitement of 
fully clothed riders streaking up 
the super-fast hill. 

A heavy overcast kept things 
moving. No one wanted to be 
caught in that deep bowl at De Anza if 
the rains came. The one road out of the 
pack is up a long, steep hill with two 
very sharp hairpin curves. Only once in 
the park’s history had rains fallen while 
people were in the park. That time 
every single vehicle had to be pulled out 
with the parks big cat, and with a near 
record crowd today, that would take 
plenty of time. 

The threat of rain made today’s 
climb even more exciting. Everyone was 
on the line when his turn came and 
cooperated to keep things going at a 
maddening pace. Since there had been 
plenty of rain late last week, the hill 
was faster than usual, with outstanding 
traction. 

First rider of the day to view the top 
of the hill was Don Wood on a stock 
250 Yamaha. The smallest bike over 
came in the second run when Jim 
Collier on a 175 Yamaha crested. By the 
second run from the bottom of the 540 
foot hill, nearly every bike from the 250 
stockers up had made it over the top. 
Only the minis, the 100s, the 125s and 
the 175s had winners so far. 

It was nearly noon when the first 
round of competition was completed, 
and the skies were getting darker by the 
minute, If this climb was to come to a 
successful finish, something drastic 
would have to be done. The drastic 
measure decided upon was to make the 
first move up at the 250 foot mark! 

Only the bikes that had topped the 
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hill from the bottom mark were in 
contention, and they were being cut 
down fast. Jim Collier, on his 175, fell 
by the way side, but assured himself of 
a first place win. The 250 stockers were 
quickly put out of the action, with Ron 
Powell, on a 250 Suzuki, being the only 
one across the top. Doug Hall, on a 
highly modified 250 Bultaco, and 
Powell, on his same stocker, were the 
only ones over in the 250 modified 
class. From that point on, bikes fell left 
and right. 

At the end of this second round, the 
field had been cut a good deal, but there 
were still mo winners in most classes. 
The sky had cleared and there was

It may not 
have been the prettiest hillclimbing day, 
it may have lacked some of the 
excitement of that infamous Saddleback 
mud climb last January, but it more than 
made up with tight competition and 
extra thrills for both the spectator and

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A dirt biker down in Texas wrote a 
letter to our sybling publication, 
Cycle News Central to the effect 
that people were always giving 


him a bad time, largely out of ignor- 
ance, about his Cooper enduro 
and how much he liked it and 
always did well in local enduros 
and the like. 

We sympathize with that rider. Here 
he has an enduro machine that comes 
street legal, will go ungodly quick up 
the top two gears, pulls respectably at 
low RPM, and has a advanced case of 
good handling, while a bunch of 
ignorant people are bum-rapping his 
scooter even though they’ve never 
ridden one. When we started thinking 
about it, there weren’t too many other 
machines that really will do all those 
things. 

A Penton/KTM 250, or a 350 Jawa, 
or an MZ are all super-quick, handle 
well, and all those good things but 
won’t pass on the streets in most states. 
And no matter how much they’ve 
improved, the street legal Japanese bikes 
sold as “enduros” still don’t have the 
motor or the handling of these 
ISDT-derived machines, but they’re 
cheaper. The Cooper enduro does the 
go-fast and handle stuff but also comes 
to you at the nice round price of $1000. 
If you’ve priced any serious machinery 
lately, that figure will interest you. And 
the bike is still streetable, 

The handling is as good as a 
competitive 250 motocrosser, which is 
no big surprise because the enduro has 
the same frame, forks, brakes, etc. as 
the 250 MX we looked at some weeks 
ago. The eriduro we received had better 
shocks on the rear, new-appearing 
Cheng Shins (3.00 x 21 and 4.00 x 21) 
that were still all bristly and crisp, and 
the add-on things that make it an 
enduro like a battery, lights, four turn 
signals, and a different configuration 
high pipe that ends in an Xdusor 
silencer/spark arrestor. 

The core differences between the 
motocross model and the enduro are the 
engine and the pipe. There is a different 
enduro cylinder with milder port timing 
and a pipe designed with the intent of 
providing low end tractability. 
Surprisingly, our Cooper enduro, when 
fresh, seemed just as fast, or faster, than 
the motocrosser at top end. The enduro 
has a 28mm Mikuni carburetor instead 
of the 30. It’s enough. 


There's a battery tucked under there. 


Styling is clean, modern, but looks 
incomplete. The silver-gray frame goes 
nicely with the blue fiberglass but the 
fenders still appear inadequate, like they 
belong on a cafe racer. We’re told 
current models have a wider rear and 
deeper front mud-catcher. The current 
ones are definitely marginal, especially 
for an all-terrain enduro machine. The 
left blue sidecover hides the battery and 
the one on the right is the still air box 
which is offset to make room for the 
battery which leads, in turn, to some 
twists in the ducting to the carburetor 
which didn’t seem like the hot set-up 
compared to the straight induction 
cone on the MX bike. It seemed to be 
more vunerable to water without 
additional waterproofing. 

The tank holds a bit over two gallons 
of 37:1 castor oil premix and that 
proved about the right amount for an 
average enduro loop. The Cooper 
proved surprisingly thirsty during the 
one enduro we rode it but the power to 
make it move along as quickly as it’s 
capable of doing had to come from 
somewhere, and combustion of gasoline 
was the source. 


That was one feature that everybody 
commented on. Compared to almost 
every other bike, both two- and 
four-stroke, at this enduro, the Cooper 
had more speed and acceleration. It’s 
fairly light for an unstripped enduro 
machine and the lack of weight helps it 
move out. The acceleration is right 
handy, as it is on the more expensive 
Penton, for attacking those steep hills 
with little run at them. Nor should you 
have any trouble making up time on the 
fire roads if you do get behind schedule.

said about its- motocross cousin; 
excellent through the corners — thereby 
making sidehill turns and tight 
sandwashes easier in the enduro mode; 
good straight line stability — it’s hard to 
get it too upset in cross-country bursts 
of pushing it. We did notice the Betors 
topping out under certain combinations 
of terrain and acceleration but it wasn’t 
a constant thing. This didn’t prove too 
unsettling but would be corrected if it 
were our own bike. We like Betor forks 
a lot most of the time. It was hard to 
get into any situation where the

handling of the Cooper enduro would 
do you in. The frame is right. There’s 
not too much weight for it to handle 
and with all the suspension components 
set up right for you, there shouldn’t be 
anything to complain about. Boge 
shocks with constant wind springs are 
standard at the rear. 

The brakes went away when wet and 
took a fairly long time to-dry out. They 
would still work, barely, if you took up 
all the adjustment and squeezed and 
stomped fiercely. They are progressive 
in feel, not at all grabby, but will need

When they 
were dry it was just at the limit of their 
braking force to lock up both the front 
and rear wheel, which seems just about 
right for an enduro bike. 

When subjected to several 
consecutive hours of hard use, the 
clutch was reluctant to disengage. We 
didn’t notice this for a while since the 
clutchless shifting was very positive and 





suspect, re-adjusted) there was no 
problem. The lower end seems very 
sound, 

The Cooper started out being quite 
happy to splash through some fairly 
deep water then got progressively less 
waterproof. This was a bit perplexing 
until we noticed that the ignition lead 
wires were exposed. Taping these to 
counter splashes and covering the whole 


coil area and wiring with duct tape 
seemed to help. 

Turn signals make the Cooper street 
legal but also bend and break as soon as 
you drop it. This seems to be endemic 
to every street legal enduro. The front 
light is small, with just adequate 
illumination and the taillight is 
rubber-mounted with a neat rubber 
license plate flap like on the Spanish 
trials bikes, 















The Cooper comes across in sum as a 
fine-handling, powerful 250 with good 
suspension that’s a little rough in the 
component department. It definitely 
needs a flexofender in the front, for 
example. But at the asking price, it 
really isn’t too much for a buyer to get 
one when he picks up the bike. 


Oh yeah. Make sure the dealer points 
out which is the “‘off” and which is the 
“reserve” position on the petcock. We 
left it the wrong way and went through 
two plugs and three legs clearing it out.
